has demonstrated the cunning villainy by which 
this was to be committed, and it was confident- 
ly hoped by the Democrats that the same legal 
grounds upon which the Republicans received 
the votes of Florida and Louisiama would war- 
rant the rejection of one Republican 
Electoral vote.

statute to grant a certificate to the person hav- 
ing the highest number of votes. While the

As 
the string of vehicles drove up to the door, 
and the procession of grave-looking men 
filed across the sidewalk, Mrs. Thurman 
remarked that it leoked like a funeral. The 
tribunal was first ushered into the pariur, when 
one of the Democrats suggested that it would 
not be lawful to vote there, and send up-stairs 
for the sick man’s vote. As well might they ail 
have remained at the Capitol, he said. So 
the fourteen with thetr clerk went up-stairs and 
packed themselves as best they could into Sen- 
ator Thurman’s bed-room, some sitting on the 
bedside, some on chairs and lounges, and others 
standing.

AGUILERA. 


Death of @ Devoted Friend of Cubas Free- 
dom. 

New York, Feb. 23.—Maj.-Gen. Francisco 
Aguilera, ex- Vice-President of the insurrection- 
ary Government of Cuba, died of cancer in the 
stomach at his residence here this afternoon. 
Gen. Aguilera was born in Bayamo, Cuba, 
in June, 1821 He was educated in 
Santiago de Cuba and Havana, grad- 
uating from the University in Havana. 
For some years he managed the sugar estates 
and coffee plantation left him by his tather. 
He was always noted for strength of character, 
and from early youth was kuown to favor 
the separation of Cuba from Spain. 
in 1867 he became the leader in the 
outbreak which océurred in o and was 
made Chief of the Committee of Three appoint- 
ed to carry out the plans of the insurrectionists. 
In 1869 he was made Minister of War by Presi- 
dent Cespedes, which position he left for that of 
Vice-President. He took the field in the 
brilliant attack at Mayari. in 1870, and 
distinguished himself for bravery. The next 
vear he was made General Foreign Commission- 
er, and came. to this city, where he has since 
made his headquarters. He helped to prepare 
the expedition of the steamer Uruguay, and he 
himself originated the one which sailed from 


Boston in 1875, beside various later expeditions, 


which he always aecompanied.

New York, Feb. 23.—Maj.-Gen. Francisco 
Aguilera, ex- Vice-President of the iusurrectlon- 
ary Government of Cuba, died of cancer in the 
stomach at his residence here this afternoon. 
Gen. Aguilera was born in Bayamo, Cuba, 
in June, I. He was educated in 
Santiago de Cuba and Havane, grad- 
uating from the University in Havana. 
For some years he managed the estates 
and coffee plantation left him by his tather. 
He was always noted for strength of character, 
and from early youth was kuown to favor 
the separation of Cuba from Spain. 
in 1867 he became the leader in the 
outbreak which occurred in Bayamo, and was 
made Chief of the Committee of Three appoint- 
ed to carry out the plans of the insurrectionists.

Bottle 
number one is nearly black, While twenty ”’ 
is white, and the deeper the color the lower the 
duty. The smugglers have adopted the plan of 
coloring the higher grades of sugar with *‘ cara- 
mel,“ or burnt sugar, so as to bring them down 
in appearance toa low grade and thereby re- 
duce the duty. By so doing they bave succeeded 
in passing at one and three-lourths cents per 
pound sugars that ought to have paid twice that 
rate; and though the revenue officials have de- 
tected the cheat, they are not quite sure as vet 
whether under the existing law it can be pre- 
vented or punished.— £zchange.

The bill provides that, in case of loss, the 
Company shall be4liable for the full amount 
stated in the policy, that the valuation ac- 
cepted by the Company when the property 
was insured shall be conclusive, and there 
shall be no litigation after the loas as to the 
actual value of the property destroyed. If 
this were the law of the State, governing all 
insurance transactions, it would promote in- 
cendiarism to an extent heretofore unknown. 
The temptation to over-insure would be held 
out in the certainty that the over-insurance 
could always be collected in case of destruc- 
tion by fire. A man with a stock of goods 
worth $5,000 could not then have a better 
investment than to insure them for $8,000 or 
$10,000, and thenceforth be exceedingly 
careless as to whether they caught fire or 
not, since he would be able, without

REVISION OF THE FRENCH ran. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Panis, Feb. 4.—France has just been revising 
her general tariff—a duty she confided to the 
Superior Councu of Arts and Manufactures and 
to the Superior Council of Commerce. These 
two bodies have just concluded their task. It is 
not, properly speaking, a work of revision; it is 
rather a work of transformation which was con- 
fided to them. M. de Meaux, the late Minister 
of Commerce and Agriculture, in view of the 
coming revision of the treaties, had consulted 
the C bers of Commerce on their pref- 
erences for valorem or specifie da- 
ties. The great majority of the Cham- 
bers of Commerce pronounced §  them- 
selves in favor ot the general substitution of 
specific duties, and the Minister of Commerce, 
concurring in that view, intrusted to two & al 
Commissions the care of drawing up specific du- 
ties wherever they did not exist. The Chambers 
of Commerce especially insisted on this substi- 
tution, because scrupulous producers were the 
victims of their less scrupulous competitors; 
for it had become too common to make a double 
account,—the first destined for the Custom- 
House, and bearing an inferior estimate, 
the second add to the buyer, and 
declaring the real value. The customs, 
it is known, have two means of assu the 
sincerity of a declaration. The first consists in 
an expertise contradictoire, the second in a deten- 
tion of the merchandise on the payment of 10 
per cent above the declared value. It is easily 
seen that an unscrupulvuas exporter can, with- 
out anv danger, diminish by 20 or B per cent 
the declared value, for the detention would be- 
come dangerous to the customs if it had only 
such a narrow margin. Still, a diminution of 
25 per cent deprives the Treasury of , per 
cent of import duty, and reduces to per cent 
instead of 10 per cent the import duty for the 
greater part of existing ad valorem duties. 

I mention this to show that the honest pro- 
ducers and the French Government had a like 
interest to substitute the s e duty for the 
ad valorem duty. But to this there is annexed 
an absolute condition. It is that the substitu- 
tion of specific duties for ad valorem duties 
shall be made, according tothe formal engage- 
ments and deelarations of M. de Meaux, in such 
a manner that this substitution does not consti- 
tute in any degree an aggravation of exist- 
ing duties, and shall not increase the pro- 
tection so dear to some French statesmen and 
to many of the great manufacturers. Here 
is precisely the question being discussed at 
this moment “officiously.” The transforma- 
tion of the tariff, such as it has been elaborated 
by the two Commissions, and such as it will be 
submitted to the deliberations of the Cabinet, 
has not been, and could not be, officially com- 
municated to the contracting Powers. But 
„ officiously ’’ this work is perfectly well known, 
and it is officiously,”’ also, that the other Gov- 
ernments, and notably the three most intcrest- 
ed Governments—England, Switzerland, and 
Belgium submitted some observations to the 
French Government. The last has replied that 
this transformation of its general tariff had not 
indeed, been communicated officially to them,and 
that the conventional tariff was not in question ; 
that, in consequence, it could not receive their 
observations on the question of the general 
tariff. It has been justly rejoined that, accord- 
ing to the declarations of M. de Meaux himself, 
the general tariff was afterwards to scrve as the 
basis of the negotiations which would be opened 
for the revision of the expiring treaties of com- 
merce, and that it would be too late to contest 
it if they waited till it had been —— — by the 
Cabinet and approved by the Chambers. Now 
it seems clear that on the articles chiefly inter- 
esting Belgium and Switzerland the specific 
duties substituted for the ad valorem did 
not respond to the programme traced by M. de 
Meaux, and that the calculations of substitu- 
tion which apply to cotton fabrics are almost 

rotective. If it is asked whence comes this 

angerous step, it is all explained by a very 
natural and logical fact. Ag the fixing of the 
ad valorem duty results only from the deglara- 
tions of the producers, which declarations could 
not be taken as a basis for the reasons above 
stated, the French producers were applied to 
lor their valuations of particular articles. The 
average of these Valuations has been taken as 
the basis for converting ad valorem into specific 
duties. Nowthe French makers, either from 
good faith, on account of the interests of the 
revenue being at stake, or from its being a 
question of competition, must naturally have 
assigned the highest vaiue, or that which i 
possesses on 1 the consumer, and the 
result is that the two Commissions adopted a 
specific value against which foreign Govern- 
ments have Jost no time in protesting. The 
matter, however, is still far from being settled, 
for at present it is merely.a scheme not official- 
ly under discussion.

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THE GREAT GALE. 


ITS BFYFECTS IN GREAT BRITAIN AND FRANCE. 
Diapaich to New York Herald. 

Lonpox, Feb, 21.—The storm predicted by 
the Herald for the British and French coasts 
burst over us on the very day, the 19th, an- 
nounced for its arrival in the cable dispatch 
dated the l4th, addressed to the Herald Bureau. 

The violence of the storm was extraordinary. 
The force of the gale has been only equaled dur- 
ing recent years by that of one a few weeks ago. 
Ite fury was felt with extreme severity on all 
the coasts. The storm broke with terrific vio- 
lence over Queenstown on Monday evening. 

The gale, attended by a heavy thunder-storm, 
burst over Deal yesterday morning, causing 
considerable damage to shipping and alarm 
among the inhabitants of the town and dwellers 
along the coast. 

A large fiect of vessels moored in the Downs 
has been completely windbound aud much diffi- 
culty was experienced in holding the vessels to 
their anchorage. Owing to the number of ships 
that have taken refuge in that well-known moor- 
ing-place, there was considerable danger of dis- 
—— collisions if any of them their 
anchors and before the force of the gale. 

A terrible hurricane, accompanied by heavy 
rain and bail, with thunder and lightning, pre- 
vailed at Bridgewater. The roofs of many 
houses have been stripped of their tiles, and a 
vast amount of damage has been caused to 
property generally. 

The storm raged all Monday night over Corn- 
wall, and was exceedingly destructive at Pen- 
zance and over Mount’s Bay, between Land’s 
End and Lizard Head. 

The shjps moored in the Medway at Chatham 
required extraordinary precautions to ent 
disasters. “Additional anchors had to be em- 
ployed to keep them in position, so violent was 
the force of the gale. 

Communication by the mail steamers has 
been entirely interrupted by the prevailing 
storm between the English and French coasts 
and the Channel islands. 

The storm along the Welsh coast was of al- 
most unexampled severity. Among the disas- 
ters already reported is the loss of the Britisn 
ship Rowaatree, Capt. Cunningham, from Liv- 
erpoo) for Mobile. She was driven asbore by 
the gale at Peurhos Beach, Holyhead. She is 
full of water and will bea total loss. Fortu- 
nately the crew were saved. Two coasting 
steamers and several sailing vessels are ashore 
near Holyhead, and several other vessels in a 
damaged condition have taken refuge in the

The walls are clittering white, and the 
wood-work has a pale sort of creamy color, 
the result of much ‘scrubbing end no 
little straining of dorsal column. 
The offices and workroore, kitchens, laundry- 
rooms, hallways, and all, reflect the honest labor 
of incarcerated women, who have uated 
from habits of filth to an enforced cicanliness. 
The prison portions arc of stone and iron, with 
white walls, and the flags are scrubbed to a painful 
warning against even dusty boots. The funda- 
mental principle appears to be a sharply-defined 
antagonism to dirt, andto such an extent has 
this been carried that the whole institution en- 
genders a sort of wish that there might be 
one place more given up to the natural reign 
than to the usurper, soap. 

Last Monday a TRIBUNE reporter spent the 
day and night investigating the Bridewell, and 
designs affording the public an idea of the con- 
duct of the establishment. were 
447 prisoners in the jail, almost all busy atsome 
kind of labor, though some were locked in their 
cells for lack of employment. 

Introdaced into the office, he found himself 
eonfronted with fifteen people just discharged 
from the Black Maria. Four were white men, 
one a colored man, two colored boys, and five 
white women. In order to understand their 
method of life during the period of their coming 
imprisoument, the re r followed them. 
They were — — up to the desk and interro- 
gated. Charles Patterson, colored, said he was 
25 years old, had been seut up for thirty 
days, and this was bis first commit 
ment. Frank Pleasant, 14 years old, was 
sent up for one day for the 
first time. Frank Mead, 40 years of age, was 
sent up for one day for the first time. Charies 
Henderson, aged 26, was sent up for the first 
time. William Eades, colored 25, was as- 
signed three days for the fifth time. Thomas 
Brackett, 25 years of age, was sent up for the 
first time. James Carslow, * 80, took fifty 
days for the first time. Kelly Higgins, aged 4, 
took fifty days for the second e. Frances 
Easton, aged 35 = got thirty days 
for the seventh time. Matilda Sheldon 
got thirty days for the fifth time. 
McC „aged 21, got three days for the 
sixth time. Ellen Quinn was sent up for thirty 
days for the fifteenth time. Mary McMahon, 
aged 40, got five days for the first time. Not 
one of them bad a cent except Ellen Quinn, who 
had 60, and Mary McMahon, whohad 10. These 
amounts were sealed up, ta be returned to their 
owners when they leave. The men and women 
filed into their respective prisons, where the re- 
porter followed the males. Each was searched 
and a suit of prison clotiiing assigned him. 
Then he was shaved and bathed and assigned to 
his cell and his work. Not a word was spoken. 
What he was to do was designated to him by 
signs, and he did it without a word. 

THE EXAMINATION OF THE CELLS 

was vecéssitated by the situation. They were 
4x7 on the floor and 7 feet in height. The fur- 
niture is limited to a cot, clean and neat. If 
the prisoner desire, he may relieve the bare- 
ness of his quarters, and three or four show not 
a small amount of taste and a love of bome 
comforts in the pictures and decorations they 
have introdu In these cells there is a 
marked contrast te those occupied by the fe- 
males. Nota cell is decorated in the feminine 
brauch. 

The one feature that calls for marked atten- 
tiou is the * of flowers all through the 
building. jail proper, the working-rooms, 
— 2 the kitchen and laut dry, — are 
filled with tubs, shrubs, and pots, and the whole 
air is fragrant with the exhalation of flowers. 
The Superintendent has made a study of botan- 
ical influences upon prisoners, and wherever 
there is room for a stand or a pot, one is there. 
Tuere ape over 4,000 varieties scattered through 
the building, and the inmates appear to have 
been assigned for expiation ip a perennial garden. 

The industries in the work-room are conuned 
to cane-bottoming, laundering, carpenter-work, 
sewing, and shoemaking. it needs vo effort at 
description to present the rooms vividly—high- 
celled, the sun pouring in, flowers waving in the 
air, birds singing, aud the prisoners seated in 
rows, silémt and busily engaged upon the work 

fore them. The watchmen in the male de- 
part ment and the matrons in the female sit 
apart and watch quietly, but there is 

any interference, so perfect 

discipline maintained. In the 

huge shining cauldrons employ 
the time of the cooks, who never speak save 
when necessity in their business requires. At 
the hour for meals, 6 a. m. for breakfast, 12 m. 
for dinner, and 6 p. m. for supper, the prison- 
ers come forth, march in line to a grating, take 
their food, and return to their cells. The watch- 
men look on but say nothing. Each man knows 
his duty and performs it. Monday a boy drop- 
péd his bowl of bean-stew on one of the land- 
ings, and it splashed over onthe floor. A watch- 
man beckoned to him, and he went back to the 
vrating for more. Before he turned away an- 
other prisoner, acting on a sign from the same 
watchman, had cleared away the mess, and the 
flags were as bright as ever. 

Turpughout the day the silence of Sunday 
prevailed. The house-prisoners, that is, those 
confined within the building, moved noiselessly 
about at the work or exercise. Some were 
locked up in their ceils, but there were no cat- 
calls or yells,—not even a whisper. There was 
no chattering among the women. There was 
not even any conversation among the attend- 
ants, except that necessitated by their business, 
and that always in whispers. Watchfulness 
and industry everywhere; strict attention to the 
objects of the institution, and not even the 
slightest infraction of the most unnecessary 
— Occasionally it becomes necessary to 

unish a prisoner by locking bim in or stringing 
him up by the wrists, but no such occasion arose 
Monday. 

In the yard 2 a hundred of the men 
were busy making brick or cracking stone, or 
engaged upon the new wall in the process of 
construction. Some, called Trusties from 
the confidence they enjoy, were placed in charge 
over These Trusties are permitted 
to come to town with teams and * quietly 
about the city in citizen’s dress in the pursuit 
of the necessary business of the institution.

SECURE RESULTS SOUGHT AFTER! 

Wherever meh aggregate, the friction throws 
off more or less crime and necessitates the es- 
tadlishment of some means to punish the incor- 
rigible and warn the weaker sinner. Men nave 
differed in all prison ages as to the best method 
for the treatment of such of their species as are 
debarred by their natares from contact with so- 
ciety. Prison discipline has engaged the atten- 
tion of thinking men and won the life-long ef- 
forts of enthusiasts in the settlement of the 
problem how prisoners should be reformed. And 
the solution appears to be as far off as ever, with 
but little prospect* of attainment, especialiy 
since theologians cannot agree upon the details 
by which even Christians are to be saved. 
Until this mooted question shall be definitely 
settled, it becomes men to establish their cor- 
yp schools upon 222 which —— — 
the greater good to greater number, an 
the plan has not been develoved by which the 
dase man shall be purified by grinding between 
the cefling and the floor of a prison, then turn 
from bim to the contemplation of the taxpayer 
and the rights that accrue to him.

lack of room and the crowding of the juvenile

fect Bridewell.

They have also requested the said nt to file 
with them a detailed specification with the amounts 
of the alleged overcharges extended opposite each 
objectionable em, that they might embrace the 
same in their rt to you. but as he has declined 
to comply with request, they now ask further 
instructions.

After the document had been read, Mr. Geste- 
feld inquired if the members of the Committee 
who were present considered themselves a 
quorum. 

Mr. Field thought not, and Mr. Commissioner 
Hoffmann moved that the Committee adjourn, 
as no quorum was present. 

Mr. Leonard Swett rose and addressed the 
Committee at length. He thought that the 
members present could well decide the question 
whether Mr. Hesing should be required to file 
with the secretaries a specified statement of thé 
charges he had to make against his clients. Me 
desired very much that they would decide tat 
this had to be done, as it would help much to 
facilitate business. There was, however, a le- 
gal question invalved in this matter, Which he 
thought this Committee was not com- 
petent to decide. The contract required 
Cameron, Amberg & Co. to _ furnish 
certain articles at certain prices, some 
of them far below cost. As he unde Stood it, 
there were in the stationery business many arti- 
cles that were furnished below cost in order to 
obtain contracts, with the hope to have a 
chance to get even on other things. But 
it did not follow because they furnished 
one article at a very jow re that 
they would have so furnished another of 
the same class, but somewhat @ifferent, at a, 
price in proportion, but they ‘sad a right to 
charge a reasonable price for 16. As he under- 
it, the accusing parties laid great stress 
on that point, and he thought ft would be be- 
ond the province of the Ccanmittee to decide 
about it. He stood ready to prove that his 
clients had derived no extraragant profits from 
their contracts with the cou ty. 

Mr. Field thought the Committee would have 
to find out whether Cameron, Amberg & Co. 
were guilty of the charges brought against 
them. 

Mr. Swett replied that no charges to which 
an answer could be given had been brought for- 
ward by Mr. Hesing, and his agent now refused 
to give them. 

Mr. Gastefeld then addressed the Committee. 
While he protested against having any argu- 
ments before c rump' committee, whose ac- 
tion would be of no account, he desired to sa 
something in reply to Mr. Swett. The bold, 
barefaced admission of this gentleman that his 
clients had proposed to the county to fur- 
nish it th articles at prices below 
their cost, was, in his opinion, te surprising, 
coming as it did from so reputed a lawyer. Mr. 
Swett stated that a legal question was involved 
here: he thought it was not a question of law, 
but simply of business morals, which the Commit- 
tee — 4 have to decide. Mr. Hesing did not 
consider it a legal question, else would 
have taken care to have his side of the case con- 
ducted by alawyer. But he decided to appeal 
merely to the sense of honor of the business 
men com the Committee, and so did not 
want a lawyer, although be was well awure 
that the opposing party had S 
evred one of the abicst jurists in 
the city, who, no doubt, could make black ap- 
pear white. Access had been given the repre- 
sentative of the Staats-Zeitung to thedocuments, 
which contained

made, and he had pointed out tothe Secre- 
taries in the course of the investigation 
such items as he considered needing investiga- 
tion on part of the Committee. The same 
facility had been given to Messrs. Cameron, 
Amberg & Co., who had noted down every item 
objected to. He thought he had furnished 
specifications enough, and preferred to keep his 
evidence back until the Committee was y to 
receive it. 

Mr. Ambler made a statement to the effect 
that he had ex Mr. Gastefeld to give him 
a complete and specified list of ail the 1 
tions raised by him against items in the bills. 
He had, of course, a list of the questioned 
items, but could not tell what the matter was 
with them. 

Mr. Swett thought that it was only fair to his 
clients to be furnished with specified charges 
so as to know what they bad to answer to. 

Mr. Gastefeld remarked that pretty explicit 
charges had been made, explicit enough in fact 
to cause the accused to ask for an investigation. 
„He thought Mr. Hesing was perfectly willing to 
confine himself to proving those charges if zhat 
was insisted upon. 

Mr. Ambier, at the request of Mr. Field, read 
the charges which Mr. Hesing submitted some 
time ago to the Citizens’ Association. 

Mr. Swett stil! thought he should havea full

Mr. Gastefeld was as decided in his refusal. 
He did not think it p r to furnish an ac- 
cused with all the evidence that was to be

was fairly opened. He did not, however, wish 

argue the matter any farther now. 

Mr. Field thought that Cameron, Amberg & 
Co. could not ask to have the proofs of the 
raised against them furnished them be-

THE STOCK-YARDS, 
A SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE LEGI! LATURB, 
consisting of Senators Plumb and McClellan 
and Representatives Ashton, Foutch, and Her- 
rington, reached this city yesterday morning, 
and went at once to the Stock-Yards. They 
were appointed under a joint resolution direct- 
ing an investigation to be made as to over- 
charges for yardage, feed, etc. It seems that 
shippers and stock-owners in the central and 
southern parts of the State complain of ex- 
tortions. The allegations are, substantially, 
that W cents a head for cattle and 
eight cents for hogs, yardage, is exces- 
sive; that there is no competition in 
the sale of dead bogs, a monopoly 
securing all the defunct animals, whereby the 
shippers are deprived of their fair value; that 
more feed is charged for than is furnished, and 
that the prices demanded are too high. The 
Committee are authorized to take testimony re- 
garding these matters, and. if the charges are 
proven, to suggest the legisiation necessary to 
protect the aggrieved partics. 
They spent the whole day at the Yards, hear- 
ing the evidence of shippers and commission- 
men, and will do the sume to-day, expecting to 
finish their work by to-night. What was de- 
veloped yesterday, the Committee refuse to 
state, deeming its publication now to be im- 
proper. Superintendent Sherman is doing all 
in his power to aid them, being as anxious as 
they are to learn if there is any foundation for 
the charges. 
So far as dead animals are concerned, they are 
treated now as follows: As soon as onc is dis- 
covered it is hauled outside the yard to the 
shipping post, where arecord is made of the 
weight and name of the owner. It is then 
turned over to the Union rendering establish- 
ment, which settles with the owner. Occasion- 
ally diseased animals are bought by butchers, 
and as they are willing to pay more than the 
Rendering Company, the sbippers doubtless 
want the difference, not caring Whether the 
meat is sold to eat or not. The Stock-Yards 
Company are opposed to the sale of diseased 
meat to unscrupulous butchers, and for that 
reason the Rendering Company get ail the dead 
beeves and hogs. This is a monopoly, to be 
sure, but it is one which nobody can reasonably 
object to, since it protects the people from im- 
position, and prevents to a great extent the sale 
of uuwholésome meats in the markets.

A TA183RO SHOT IN A SALOON ROW LAST EVENING.

the bottom of it. The time was 7:30 last even- 
ing; the location Matt Walsh’s saloon upon the 
southwest corner of Van Buren and Clark 
streets, which is ordinarily one of the quietest 
and mest aristocratic in that rather tough sec- 
tion of country. The participants were Gus 
Anderson, colored, and John Keal, white. The 
former is a porter upon a Pullman palace car, 
and when not at work roams around town see- 
ing the sights, and manages to get upona 


in a wreck of a tumble, down 
southwest corner of Jackson and Cl 
and also has the reputation of aman who likes 
his draughts of ale and even whisky much 
Better than he ought. A week or so ago he was 
impaneled upon the jury in Judge Gary’s 
Court, and has been in almost constant daily 
attendance since, waiting to be called toduty,and 
in — 1 ye of this outside business be neg- 
lected his regular employment, and took to 
loafing about town. Upon his way 
down to court esterday morning, 
as he says, he called into Walsh's saloon for his 
morning astonisher, and there found a negro 
whose name he only knew by what he had heard 
others callhim. The set up the drinks, 
and indulged in considerable braggadocio 
toward Keal, the burden of his remarks being a 
rebuke for Keal having a man named James 
Murray arrested and put under $500 bonds to 
keep the peace. It appeared from their conver- 
sation that James Murray, a butcher in the

STORM-DRIVEN. By Mar Heary, Author of

This last production of Miss Healy may be 
pronounced without reserve a clever book. it 
depicts phases of American life, at home and 
abroad, with truth and force. The writer’s res- 
idence in the Unite States and in Europe has 
given her unusual opportunities of studving ber 
vom patriots on both continents, and her obserya- 
tions have been both shrewd and wide. It is 
with some mortification that this last fact must 
be acknowledged, for the rvalistic picture of 
American morals and manners that she holds up 
is not, in many respects, flattering to the na- 
tional vanity, Yet the unsparing exposure of 
the faults and foibles of what is really represent- 
ative American character will be salufary to 
those who have sense cnough to improve by de- 
served though shsrply-admivistereld reprimands. 

The scene of the story moves from Lakeville 
—a fictitious name for Chicago—to Paris, and in 
en ber locality Miss Healy is equally at home. 
In the delineation of place and customs, and in 
allusions to art, to society, and to general top- 
ics, she speaks with the calm assurance of ove 
perfectly conversant with the materials she has 
chosen to work with. In short, the woman of 
talent, culture, ani penctration, is visible in 
eve rv feature of the romance. 

The plot of the story is very well conceived. 
The reader is kept in a suspense regarding its 
solution that sometimes grows uneasy. but is 
finally relieved by a natural and agreeable ter- 
mination. It would be comforting to one’s re- 
spect for human nature to receive assurance 
that the character of Mrs. Cox is overdrawn. 
Positive crime is innocence compared with her 
complacent selfishness. But it is quite a tri- 
umph for the author to have centered the in- 
terest in a heroine who is neither more nor less 
pretty, and well-intentioned, and foolish, than 
the average American maiden. 

If the name of the herotne, Lil Temple, is 
meant as a satire upon the silly fashion of usmg 
in public the caressing abbreviations which, in 
private, affection properly substitutes for the 
full Christian name, it is severe. Mattie, and 
Sadie, and Nellie are tiresome enough, but 
familiarity has dropped to vulgarity when Lily 
is curtailed to Lil. Although the sister, Martha, 
is for the most part retained in the background, 
as a homely, commonplace figure, the invigor- 
ating influence she diffuses about her makes her 
a very grateful addition to the drama. The one 
careless point in the finish of the piece is the 
neglect to dispose of Barnard Smith. So worthy 
a character should not have been left in oblivion 
when the fate of all the others was being de- 
termined.

It is a memoir of 
absorbing intcrest,—one which not only edu- 
cates the mind, but profoundly affecis the 
heart. It is a stolid nature that will not, after 
a perusal of the work, be inspired with a more 
tender reverence for the pure and exalted vir- 
tues of humanity. Dr. Arnold was perhaps not 
a great man in the full sense of the term, but he 
was a very strong man,—strong in will, and in- 
tellect, and affection,—and stronger still in the 
sim plicity and earnestness with which he carried 
into action the incorruptible integrity of his 
principles. His character was a rare exemplifi- 
eat ion of the union of sweetness and gentleness 
with firmness and justice. 

The exceptional beauty of his example has 
been celebrated by two noble monuments, 
prompted by the grateful love of two eminent 
men rejoicing in the memory of having once 
been his pupils: the present b phy by Dean 
Stanley, and the story of Tom Brown at 
Rugby” by Thomas Hughes. These fervent 
tributes, consecrated to a life of signal purity, 
richness, and utility, will perpetuate the fame 
and the good of it for many generations.

INVASIONS OF ENGLAND.“ 
London Times, Feb. 2. 

If we cast back a glance over the whole period 
of our known history, we shall sce that it is 
marked at intervals by a series of successful in- 
vasions, and, moreover, that the evils inflicted 
on the victims of those invasions were not with- 


out counterbalanciug advantages for the coun- 
try. The invasion of Cra first lifted the 
Britons out of utter darkness and barbarism, 
and was the beginning of our history. The in- 
vasion of the Normans, or Northmen, of Scandi- 
navian origin, and therefore akin to many of the 
families forming at that time part of the people 
of England, plunged the Saxon population in 
misery for centuries, but it introduced the stern 
central authority and discipline which were 
necessary to overawe many antagonistic 
elements and create a united nation. 
The same invasion introduced chivalry and 
romance. The effect of the Norman Con-

ed with the intention of invading this country, 
but failed even to land, though the bulk of the 
English fleet, with 10,000 of our best men, were 
away ou the coast of Spain. As many as 1, 387 
vessels had, according to Capt. Hozier, been 
brougnt together for this abortive exve dition, and 
egtried cavalry as weil aa infantry. Yet what all 
the power of France was unable to effect during 
this Hundred Years’ War was achieved by the 
Duke of Lancaster, in 1380, witha troop of fifteen 
Jancers, because the people of England espo 

his canse in opposition to that of Richard II. 
The invasions during the Wars of the Roses were 
nothing more than attempts of one side or the other 
to obtain supremacy, and just after the battle of 
Tewkesbury there were three invaders at once on 
English soil—Edward, Queen ~~ — and Fal- 
conberg. The final invasion of Henry of Rich- 
mond, which closed this period of English history, 
was made with abont 2.000 men, of whom it is 
suid by Vhilip de Commines that they were the 
worst he had ever beheld, and undeserving the 
name of soldiers.” But a large portion the 
troops on whom Richard relied deserted him on the 
way to the rendezvous; while, in the midst of the 
battle, the two Stanleys went over to the enemy 
with all their forces. Once more in the time of 
Henry VIII. the French attempted invasi 

but with entire {ll success. On one occasion 2 

men who had landed in the Isle of Wi t 
were driv@én off by the people of the wland with 
great loss, Thus up to the time of Elizabeth we 
inay dismiss all invasions with the remark that not 
one attempted by a foreign potentate in opposition 
to the united will of the country was successful. 
It is a fact worth laying to heart. 

Concerning the Armada, tothe time of which we 
have now come, we have Capt. Hozier's authority 
for saying that the force of troops embarked from 
Spain only amounted to 20,000 men, while the 
0. 000 held ready for sea by the Duke of Parma in 
the Low Countries never embarked. On our own 
shores were 188. 000 Englishmen mustered to re- 
sist invasion. Yet it is an undoubted fact that 
then, as now, it was believed that could those 
50,000 men be landed it would hard 
with England. At the moment of crisis, the 
strength of attack and the weakness of 
defense become recognized, and in the 
time of Howard and Seymour, Drake and Hawkins. 
as in that of Nelson, success was achieved by 
boldness in taking the offensive, so fur as the ac- 
tion of the fleet was concerned. Wellington, who 
is regarded as the Fabius Cunctator of English 
history, might have lain for ever behind the lines 
of Torres Vedras without affecting the course of 
Napoleon. He had to attack at last when his army 
was ready, and hie defensive stand at Waterloo 
would never have rescu Europe without the ad- 
vance later in the day of the fiery Blucher. So it 
was with the Armada. The ships wlych com 
it numbered about 150 sail, of which 129 were 
the convoyimg vessels of war. The whole 
English naval force lying at Plymouth amounted 
to unly twenty-nine Queen's ships and fifty-three

It did not change. It blew more fiercely every 
hour, and the Spaniards, with 120 shipe still serv- 
iceable, had to bear up along the eastern coast of 
England. The English followed for atime, then 
returned to the Channel, while the Armada was 
beaten to pieces by storms, so that only fifty-four 
ships, with 9,000 or 10, 000 men, regained their 
owncountry. Ifthe English flect was unready—for 
be it recollected that there were only twenty-nine 
Queen's vessels at Plymouth, badly supplied both 
with powder and food—the land forces were still 
less prepared. There were nearly 133,000 men, 
but forthe most part quite untrained for war, 
while the Spanish troops were veterans, and Par- 
ma was the greatest General of the time. Lard 
Henty Seymour, with three Queen's eg and 
thirty privateers, was watching Parma, and joined 
Howard in the Downs. In the following year

THE ELEPHANT AND LION. 

It is related by Maj. Leveson, in his late work 
entitled Sport in Many Lands,“ that, in the 
eourse of his hunting expeditions in India and 
Africa, he has slain 876 bull-elephants. The 
habits of the game of every sort which he sought 
were studied with patient attention ; and, as the 
result of long observation of the proceedings of 
the elephant, he gives this summary of the lau- 
guage of the huge beast: Elephants utter 
four distinct sounds, each of which is indicative 
of a certain meaning. The first is a shrill-whist- 
ling noise, produced by blowing through the 
trunk, which denotes satisfaction. The second 
is the note of alarm or surprise,—a sound made 
by the mouth, which may be thus imitated: pr- 
rut, pr-rut. The third is the trum noise 
they make when angry, which, when they are 
very much enraged, and when charging an as- 
sailant, es into a hoarse roar or terrific 
scream. The fourth sound betokens dissatis- 
faction or distress, frequently repeated when 
separated from the herd, tired, hungry, or over- 
loaded, which may be thus imitated: wrmph, 


Maj. Leveson is confident that the African and 
Asiatic lion are distinct species, the former of 
which may be divided into two varieties, and the 
latter into three, viz: the yellow-maned, the 
black-maned, and the gray lion.

SCHOOL-BOOKS. 
The Minnesota Plan for Furnishing Books 


for the Public Schools at Beasonabile 
Prices. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

St. Paul, Feb. 21.— Minnesota ts about en- 
tering upon an experiment which will interest 
sellers and buyers of school-books in other 
States. The School Text-Book bill, whieh to- 
day had its final passage in the Legislature, and 
which Gov. Pillsbury will approve, is the re- 
sult of a legislative movement of three 
years ago, started by Senators Lienau 
and Donnelly. They urged that the 
school-book publishers (Ring) were charging the 
people of the United States more than double 
fair prices for all the books used ip the public 
schools, and that the amount thus dbnecessarily 
taxed upon the poorest people of the country 
was annually not less than $2,000,000. For once 
the Senators named had advanced a popular 
idea. The friends of cheap school-books were 
many, and nearly every member of the Legis- 
lature was willing to concede that it would be 


profitable and proper for the State to make 


War upon the School-Book Riag. But 
the first plan of action advanced included 
4 a for establishing a State printing- 
office, which proposition, being generally con- 
demned, Cat — any action at that time on 
the school-book question. Last year, however, 
Lienau and Donnelly, as leadersin the move- 
ment, had the matter referred to a special com- 
mittee, with authority to employ an expert to 
estimate the cost of school-books. The com- 
mittee selected Mr. D. Ramaley, an experienced 
master-printer of this city, every way competent, 
and instructed bim to furnish detailed state- 
ments of the cost of supplying each in 10,000 and 
20,000 lots, sixteen of the best school-books now 
in use in the State, embracing a complete series 
for the common schools. These statements, 
accompanied by apparently conclusive proof, 
showed that the books could be profitably man- 
ufactured here for less than one-third the trade- 
selling prices. The Committee’s report, em- 
bodying Mr. Ramaley’s statements, intluenced 
the Senate to pass a bill providing for a Com- 
mission to furnish the matter of the books and 
for letting the contract for printing, binding, 
and distributing. But the booksellers and 
agents of the Book Ring worked upon the 
House with such success as to defeat the bill in 
that body, the bill having only come tothe 
House near the close of the session. 

This year the subject was again taken up in 
the Senate anda new bill drawn, which, being 
free from the minor objections raised to the 
prior schemes, has now passed both Houses, and 
will soon become the law of the State. Its pro- 
visions are substantially as follows: The con- 
tract is to be made for fifteen years, the bill hav- 
ing been passed under guaranty of responsible 
and desirable parties that they would take the 
contract. The prices, to scholars, of the books 
to be furnished are not to exceed one-half the 
trade retail prices of the books now in use, 
though the books furnished are to be equal 
to the best published. The contractor 
is to furnish the copy, subject to the approval 
of a Commission of three educators. The ma 
ter for the books having been accepted, the co 
tractor is to make as good books, in respect of 
paper, printing, and binding, as those named in 
his contract. The Cemmission having finally 
fully approved the books, the method of distri- 
bution will be as follows: 

The School-District Clerks are to forward to 
the County Superintendents estimates of the 
number of each of the series of books which 
will probably be required m their several 
districts for one year. After all the dis- 
trict orders are in, the County Superin- 
tendent, having first revised them, is to forward 
them to the State Superintendent, who will con- 
vey them to the contractor. The latter is to fill

Panama, N. G., Jan. 26.—The news of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt’s death recalls to mind the 
old steamer North Star. This vessel, it will be 
remembered, was the steam yacht in which Van- 
derbilt made his celebrated cruise, and was after- 
ward upon the Commodore’s line run- 
ning MNween New York and Aspinwall. It was 
the vessel in which I made my first journey to 
South America, and the incidents of that trip 
are as vivid in my mind as though occurring but 
yesterday, and the many sufferers with myself 
will remember the curses heaped upon Vander- 
bilt’s penuriousness and his reckless disregard 
of human life when money was the stake against 

it. 
In October, 1863, in obediénce to a peremptory 
mandate from the Seeretary of the Navy, I took 
passage on the North Star to proceed to Pana- 


ma, and from thence to other points on the Pa- 


cific Ocean. The scene at starting baffles de- 
scription. The whari was filled with thousands 
of people, pushing, elbowing, swearing, praying, 
crying, or laughing. swaying back and forth like 
the waves of a mighty ocean. Shouts, good- 
bys, and oaths were indiscriminately mixed, 
but despite the babel and confusion I succeeded 
in gaining the deck of the steamer a few mo- 
ments before she started. My rst anxiety was 
to secure a state-room, but not a berth, nora 
sofa, nor a chair could I find unoccupied. Even 
the floors of the cabins and saloohs were divided 
into * claims” of 6x2, and occupied by “ squat- 
ters.“ When night came I managed to crawl
